INTRODUCTION. 


There are few things in Shakespeare 
more universally true than the ex pres­ 
sion, “ Things are with more pleasure 
chased than enjoy ed,” and it is the 
saddest fact of our nature that even 
what is most dear to us at first, by 
long association loses most of its 
charms. 
Thus it is that the absence 
of 
a thing largely determines its 
value. 
Tliere is a story of a man w ho 
was cast into a wild and lonely valley ; 
its walls were set with rubies and 
pearls; diamonds wrere spread inches 
deep on the ground, but so deeply was 
fi lis man concerned about his delivi r- 
a nce; so valuable was now become to 
him that liberty which thus far he 
had scarcely learned to prize, he did 
not so much as fill his pockets with 
these precious gems. 
The proverb, 
“ Absence 
makes 
the 
heart grow 
fonder,” is no poetic fancy . 
This, 
perhaps, will account for that almost 
universal 
indifference 
to 
Nature. 
With lavish hands she spreads about 
us a wondrous beauty ; pours forth on 
every hand a music whose greatest, 
disoord is harmony ; solicits our inter­ 
est with a thousand secrets partially 
revealed, and y et we go about, as it 
were, with 
almost 
deaf ears and 
blinded ey es. 
But it is no ex cuse for perpetuating 
a thing simply because it is natural. 
A law of human nature represents, at 
best, merely a line of least resistance ; 
so that it is not only possible for one 
to see tilings in a different light from 
that of his fellows, hut it is even a 
mark of superiority to do so. 
Every one may cultivate a love for 
Nature if he is only willing to pay the 
price of dose observation and steady 
application. 
We are alway s inter­ 
ested in that in which we havesome- 
thing invested, whether that some­ 
thing be money or labor. 
May I here 
add that we w ill have more genuine 
love for the person to whom we give 
than for the person from whom we 
receive 
something—another way of 
say ing, “ It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” 
It has been said 
that the parent loves the child more 
than the 
child 
loves 
the parent. 
Whatever of truth there may be in 
this say ing illustrates the point that 
if wTe would love Nature we must 
put some investment in Nature. 
Is 
not the reason, therefore, after all, 
wl>y we do not appreciate as a rule 
the common things about us merely 
this—that the having of the same rep­ 
resents so small amount of our owTn 
personal effort. 
There is another argument to this 
question, namely , our interest in a 
thing is in direct proportion to our 
knowledge of that thing. 
A work of 
art appeals to us all the more if wre 
know 
somewhat of the artist; are 
familiar with the subject matter of 
this particular production and of the 
circumstances that inspired it. 
This 
is not contrary to what has already 
been said, but only another way of 
say ing the same thing; for it does not 
necessarily 
follow 
that because a 
thing is common, we know' a great 
deal about it; furthermore, knowl­ 
edge implies more or less ex pense of 
personal effort. 
Believing therefore 
that an interest might be aroused in 
Nature, by presenting a few facts, a 
few suggestions and some personal 
obesrvation, I have 
been presump­ 
tive enough to prepare a few' articles 
on “ The Birds 
of Our County ,” 
which shall appear from time to time 
in this paper. 
I say presumptive, 
because I am painfuly conscious of my 
inefficiency in handling this subject. 
Believing, however, that if I be tru ly 
interested and enthusiastic in what I 
would teach, I shall impart somehow, 
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no small per cent, of that interest and 
enthusiasm to my readers, I cannot 
anticipate that my efforts will be alto­ 
gether vain. 
E v e r y beginner 
in the study of 
Nature must be impressed with the 
vastness of the subject, and is apott 
be discouraged with the apparent mite 
that he obtains with 
a max imum 
effort; for much time and patient 
thought 
is Nature’s price for her 
every fact and secret. 
It is as if she 
>ul*l entrust these treasures only to 
w 
those 
who have proven themselves 
worthy by faithful apprenticeship. 
But it is not facts alone that we 
would obtain by a study of Nature, 
nor should we measure our gain by 
the mere knowledge acquired. 
The 
increased significance of our environ­ 
ment; the larger pleasure consequent

All agree that the immigration laws 
of the United States ought to be modi 
fled so as to select as our future fellow' 
citizens a class of persons who woul< 
be a credit and a benefit to our coun 
try . 
A sentimental story by a reporter on 
an Eastern paper invited the attention 
of the Chicago J ournal, and the editor 
that paper, who sees the dangerous 
phase of such immigration, very ap 
propriately sa y s: 
The reporter made a pretty senti­ 
mental story out of the arrival of 
family from Europe with only $2 in 
its pockets, but, lay ing aside senti­ 
ment, the incident might afford a tex t 
for more serious reflection. 
The great flood of immigration to 
die United States continues. 
Stimu- 
ated by cheap ocean steerage rates, 
lit has come swiftly and with increas­ 
ing force, and this two-dollar family 
jig only one of thousands of poverty - 
stricken families which have landed 
ujx m our shores recently in the belief 
that here they would find a refuge 
rom the woes and wretchedness of 
their lot in the old world. Where this 
one family chanced to draw public 
attention, there are hundreds of thous­ 
ands of worse immigrants who slip 
in wdthout attracting attention and 
who proceed to scatter 
themselves 
over every section of the land. 
Financial deficiency , of course, is 
not the thing to be feared the most, 
although paupers are not desirable im­ 
migrants by any means. 
Intellectual, 
moral and phy sical shortcomings in 
immigrants are what pull down the 
standard of the American 
people. 
And can any one doubt that a de­ 
terioration of the race w ill come in 
time if the tide of immigration is not 
stopped? Can any one doubt that in 
the process of absorbing so much in­ 
ferior [matter, the original standard 
will be lowered, slowly , but surely ? 
The negro population in the United 
States is 8,840,799, according to- the 
census of 1900. 
Two 
hundred and 
eighty -four y ears ago the first slaves 
were landed at J amestown, Va ., so 
that within three hundred y ears the 
negro population has grown to almost 
nine millions. The color line has kept 
the two races comparatively distinct. 
But with the Caucasian races it is 
different. The immigrants may be as­ 
similated outwardly , but the heredity 
of ages must necessarily remain. 
The 
United States can not continue to re 
oeive the scum of the earth without 
feeling the blight. 
The 
growth of 
the negro population shows distinctly 
the tremendous force that can be cre­ 
ated in three centuries through the 
natural increase. 
It ought to be clear 
enough therefore, that it is time to 
raise the barriers against indiscrimin­ 
ate immigration. The Chinese already 
are shut ont, and measures should be 
taken to head off other undesirable 
races, lest in the roll of centuries the 
American people proper be reduced to 
desperate straits of self-preservation.

Ex-Congressman Johnston of Rockville 


Dead After Long Illness.

21.—Colonel 
J ames T. J ohnston, who has been in 
failirpg health for sev eral months, and 
confined to his home most of the 
time, is dead. He was unconscious for 
sev eral hours prev ious to death. 
The 
immediate cause was fatty degenera 
Hon of the heart. 
Colonel J ohnston was born in Put­ 
nam county, J an. 19, 1839. 
He was 
depriv ed of school priv ileges by the 
early death of his father, but by rea­ 
son of his strong mind he rose abov e 
his difficulties and became a leading 
attorney of western Indiana and a man 
widely known thioughout the state.

gerrymandered against him, but he 
was afterward beaten by a v ery small 
majority in the then strong

cratic district by E. V. Brookshire. 
Mr. J ohnston was a candidate for 
gov ernor the year Gov ernor Mount 
was nominated. 
He was elected com­ 
mander of the Indiana department G. 
A. R. and made an efficient officer. 
He was a Mason. 
He leav es his wife 
and one married daughter.
